Technically the hearing is for 
the purpose of informing the Fi- 
nance Committee about the matter 
affecting the various articles, It 
is not for the information of the 
General Public, 


But much can be learned by 
some who attend the meeting. No 
warrant has as yet been published, 
so that the Isteners will learn 
the content of the articles, if they

The hearing is to begin at 8 pm, 

A listing of the articles will 
show that #1 is for the purpose of 
allowing the Town’s Treasurer to 
borrow $10,000 (no taxes have been 
collected yet this year), 

Articles 2 through 10 are for 
the acceptance of certain streets, 
one article for each street, In 
the order of their appearance in 
the articles, those streets are 
Anthony Avenue, Arlene Avenue, 
Catherine Avenue, Frederick 
Drive, Grace Drive, part of Gun- 
derson Road, part of Marie Drive, 
Melody Lane and Wilton Drive, 

Article 11 ts to transfer money 
in the Town Engineer’s Account. 
The statutes are such at this time 
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that the Town Meeting’s permis- 
sion is needed to effect such a 
transfer. 

Article 12 is to ask for money 
for the construction of three brid- 
ges, new, over thé Boston & Maine 
Railroad. Representative Fred 
Cain will probably speak on this 
article, as he has been instru- 
mental in having sums of money 
allocated by State and County for 
the reconstruction of Wilmington’s 
railroad bridges, 

Article 13 is to ask for a sum 
of money for the purchase of Baby 
Beach, so called, at Silver Lake, 
the scene of many legal battles 
in the past several years, 

Article 14 is to ask for a sum 
of money to purchase about 6
